GENERAL INTRODUCTION 


This repert presents preliminary information on the wholesale trede of 
Canada for the year 1941. ‘The data upon which this report is based were secured in 
Connection witn the second complete Census of Merchandising and Service Establishments 
wnich formed a part cf the larger Decennial Census of 1941. In a similar manner, in- 
formation on the whclesale trade for 1930 was cbtained from the first complete Census 
of Merchandising and Service Establishments pi 1930 which wes taken in conjunction 
with the Decennial Census of 1931. 


Appreximately 25,000 wholesale establishments provided statistical data 
en their operetions in 1941 in connection with the Census cf that year. This bulletin 
shows the number of treding establishments, number of active proprietcrs, employment 
end payroll, sales, and stocks of merchandise on hand at the end cf the year. A final 
repert will be issued in due course presenting, in additicn te the above, such infor- 
mation ac customers! accounts outstending, expenses, distributicn cf sales by types 
of custemers, number cf units, types ef legal crganizaticons, and continuity of owner- 
ship of wholesale esteblishments. 


Scope cf Wholesale Trade 


For census purposes, wholesele trade in 1930 and in 1941 was considered 
to include all establishments and agencies intervening between the preducer cr manu- 
fecturer of commedities on the ene hend and retailers or industriel buyers on the other. 
Some firms are engeged in production and also in the wholesale distributicn of goods 
produced by cther concerns. Such firrs are included in the whelesale census only when 
at least 50 per cent of their tctel seles represented cther than their own production. 
The wholesole field, therefcre, begins with the first egency engaged primarily in dis- 
tribution end ends with the finel sales te the retail stere, te the industrial ccnsumer, 
end in the cece of commodities te be exported, witn the finel sales of the exporting 
establishments te the foreign buyers. Wholesele trade in imported commodities begins 
with the seles of the importing egency and ends with the finel sales te either indus- 
trial users cr to retail stores.

The composition ef the wholesale trade, hewever, differs in a 
number of importent respects from thet of the retcil merchandise trade, and for this | 
reeson the two series co Ses sre not directly comparable. Thus, the wholesale | 
field is a composite of the ectivities of many specialized organizaticns found at 
different levels in tne EE “process. These include, in additicn te the 


wholesale merchant commonly asseciated with the servicing of reteil stores, such 
establishments ag bulk tenk stations, brokers, commission merchents, selling agents,

A second difference between the composition of the wholesale and 
retail trade figures lies in the fact that the sales of some kinds of business in 
sluded in one field are not covered in the other. As one instance, direct sales of 
merchandise from manufacturing establishments or head offices located at factories 
to large retail outlets, especially chain and departmental store organizations, appear 
ln retail sales statistics but do not form a pert of wholesale sales because such 
nerchandise did not enter the wholesale distributive system. Conversely, there is 
the value of export sales made through wholesale establishments without a counterpart 
[n retail trade. in the same way, a substantial volume of the wholesale trade is 
transacted in such products as industrial equipment, supplies and various raw mater~ 
lals without the appearance of these commodities or fabricated items in retail mer~ 
chandise trade which is composed principally of consumers‘ goods. 


Direct comparisons between the sales of wholesale merchants selling 
principally to the retail trade and the sales of retail stores in the same kinds of 
business are likewise inadvisable due to factors peculiar to these types of distri- 
oputive organizations. Wholesale merchants, for instance, often sell minor quantities 
of merchandise to wholesale merchants situated in other localities with resulting 
juplications in the total sales volumes of such organizations. Again, many wholesalers, 
especially in the food field, sell substantial quantities of goods to industrial users, 
to logging and lumbering establishments situated in relatively inaccessible areas, and 
to the various stations of the Armed Forces in Canada. These sales, of course, have 
no counterpart in retail trade. 


Differing classifications of wholesale merchants and retail establish- 
ments by kinds of business constitute another difficulty in comparing the sales volumes 
of wholesalers and retailers. These classifications, of necessity, have been determined 
by the principal commodity compositions of each wholesale and retail establishment and 
are independent of any wholesale~retail trade relationships. ‘hus, the sales of whole~ 
sale houses and retail stores even in the same kinds of business do not necessarily 
consist of the same distributions of commodity sales. Again, retail stores classified 
in one kind of business may obtain some quantities of merchandise from wholesale mer- 
chants classified in another kind of business. ‘his is exemplified in the case of 
country general stores which have recorded 4 sharp increase in sales volume during the 
war period. Sales of foodstuffs by such stores comprise & significant proportion of the 
trade of these outlets and, as a result, country general stores rely on both wholesalers 
of food products and on other wholesale merchants for their supplies of merchandise. 


Wholesale Trade, 1941, Based on Establishments 


Peralleling the practice followed for 1950, a separate return was re~ 
guired for each wholesaling establishment operating in Canada during 1941 even though 

the establishment was a branch or sales office of a larger organization. ‘The report~ 

ing establishments consisted of wholesale houses, warehouses, offices and occasionally 
parts of offices shared with other business units. A place of business maintained 

for the transacting of business was in all cases considered as an establishment for 


census purposes. 


| The collection of statistics on wholesale trade by establishments 
enables information to be compiled by geographic location. Yhis method, unfortunate’y, 
involves the allocation of the entire sales of an esteblishment to one locality irre~ 
spective of whether such sales were made entirely within the trading area of that 
center or were made partly in other areas of the Dominion. for instance, in the case 
of wholesale establishments located, say, in ‘oronto, and selling either through 

-vellers or by mail in all parts of Canada, the totel sales of these concerns would 
etre touted to that city.

The inclusion of sll types ef wholesale establishments has meant that 
reperts were received frem many wholesele concerns which did net carry stecks or take 
title tc the merchandise for which they received orders. In the cese cf such cffices, 
the orders would be sent te the manufacturers, preducers, cr assemblers, and the neada 
would be shipped directly te the purchasers. 
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Some establishments were found te carry on both a vholegale and a retail 
business. If 51 per cent or “ore of the businets was done on a wholesale besis, the 
concern was classed as e whclesale establishment, but if 50 per cent or wore cr the | 
sales were made et retail the stcre was included in the retail census 


Methods of Classification 


Lishments for cengus purpeses, have been classified by

type of cperation and by kind of business. Vholesele trading units are classified 
by type eccording te the nature of their cperaticns and the functions performed, and 
by kind ef business eccording to the principal line or lines of commodities carried.

establishments heve e y type inte six principal categcries, thet Fs, 
service end limited-function wholesalers, m menufecturers' sales branches and efricen) 
bulk tank ststicons, agents and brokers, assemblers of primery preducts, and cther type 
ef cperstion. Service and lirited-funeticn wheleselers in the three—p Bia evetem ef 
dist tribution--menufe eturer cr preducer, wheleseler and reteiler, perfcrm the essentiel 
functicrs cf selling and essembling, end in varying degree these activities relating 
to trenspertetien, werehcusing and financing. Service whelesslers, perfcrring all 
of the functions cited abeve, are cempesed ef veluntery group viheleselers closely 
releted te volunterv chains ef reteil eteres, end ef whelegele rercheants which, opere- 
ting in a similer manner, sell te independent retailers. This greup else includes 
impert merchants chiefly engeged in handling imported geods, end expert merchants 
engeged principally in foreign trade Limitec—functicn wheleselers are less importent 
then’ service whelesslers beth in Aunties of establishments end in tetal selee. These 
whelesélere are cempesed cf eash-and-carry whelesalers, mail erder vhclesalers, drep 
shinpere er desk jebhers, end wegen distributors, the limited functiene of which ere 

girly eccuretely end ported by their designsticns. 


Menufecturers! sales branches and effices are rainteined and cperated 
ty menufecturers end consist ef branches with stecks of merchandise, brenchese withcut 
stocks, end manufecturers' general sales offices cpereted as independent units apart 
from the menufecturing establishments. Large orders such as export ecntrects, end 
frecuently gevernment crders, are cften filled threugh these ceneral selee cffices. 
Separately incorporeted selling ergenizetions ef manufacturing: cencerns, hewever, 
ere classified by type eccording te the neture cf the functicns perferred rather than 
as brenches or sales offices of such companies. 


Agents end brokers as a cless are distinguished by the fact thet they 
ere engaced principelly ss internedisriecs in the transfers ef title to cemmedities 
ag hetyeen the ornere cf such merchendise end these recuiring these commedities for 
their individuel eperetions. For purposes cf this repert, agents and brokers include 
the activities of eucticn companies, commission merchents, brokers, export and import 
agents cr brekers, manufacturers’ agents, purchasing sgents cr resident buyers and | 
selling egents. These types are found et different stages in the process ef whelesal 
Gistributien. The primary furietiene of egents and brokers consist of providing focal 
neints for trensectione between numerous and cften widely dispersed tuyers and seller 
sit facilitating the ascembly end negetiation of purchasing or selling orders for the 
clients 
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Agents and brokers may ect for one or many principals in either a 
buying er selling capacity and may deal in one or a number of cifferent lines of mer- 
chendise, receiving fees cr commissions as remunersticn fer such Services. They trade 
in Canadien products en route to domestic or export. markets and may negotiete purcheses 
er seles cf foreign products. Agents and brokers de noct take title to the commodities 


in which they deal but. some types ray maintain censignment stocks cf different lines 
ef gceods. 


Assemblers of primary products cperste at local producihg points and 
the activities of these esteblishments are usually concerned with the initisl aspects 
ef assembling merchandise frem primary producers for distributicn. This group, in- 
cluding both private and cooperstive marketing institutions are composed cf city and 
country buyers of primery products, packers and shippers, cooperative marketing assccise— 
tions, cooperative sales agencies, and independent and line elevsters. Some of these 
firms operrte in pert on their own account and in part on a commission basis; if their 
activities are concerned essentielly with the initiel assembly of primary products frem 
preducers, hewever, they have been included in this greup cf wholesale establishments. 
Assemblers are concerned principally with agricultural commodities but similer esteb— 
lishments are alsc found in furs and forest products where, as in agriculture, a re- 
letively lerge number of small preducing units are widely dispersed over geographic 
arees. 

Bulk tank staticns constitute a separate clessificaticn ef wholesale es- 
‘tablishments. These establishments are engeged entirely in the distributicn of gascline 
and cil ty tank wagons to the retail trade, and tc such users as farmers, fishermen and 
small industrial users. Meny bulk tank steticns are owned by the refining companies. 
These steticns may be classified by methods cf cperaticn end remunereticn between those 
operated on a salery basis and those operated on a commissien basis. In the former, the 
-eperator is paid a salary by the company which is usually respensible fer the cther 
expenses of the establishment. In the second methed, the refiner will allow the cperator 
an overell commission te cever all expenses of the station. The third type cf bulk tank 

stations is cemposed of these independently owned and operated. Stetistics en bulk tank 
stations presented ir this repert include all three types but in the final report such 
statistics will te presented, where pcessible, by indivicuel types cf bulk tank stetions. 


Other types cf wheleseale esteblishments constitute the sixth and 
final grouping of wholegaling treding units fer purpeses cf this preliminary report. 
Distributing warehouses, film exchanges and government-cwned companies comprise this 
Clessificaticn. Distributing werehcuses, which exclude chain warehcuses, are engaged 
principally in distributing and stcring goods with little emphasis upon the other 
functions cf cther whelessle merchants. Receipts from sales cf merchandise must com- 
prise at least 50 per cent cf tetel receipts for these esteblishments tc be classified 
as this type. . Distributing warehouses sre found chiefly in the alccholic beverages 
trede: Film exchenges sre the agencies threugh which moticn picture films are distri- 
buted to the exhibitors. Receipts from the "rentals" of films provide the principal 
scurce cf revenue for these exchanges. Government-cwned companies found in the whole- 
sale trade are engaged principally in the sccumuleticn, storage, and distribution of 
a number of commodities principally reauired for the wer effert. To avoid disclosure 
of individuel operations, the activities cf such companies are not shown by kinds of 


business. 
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Wholesale Kinds of Business 


As has already been mentioned, classifications by kindsof business 
are determined by the sales of the principal commodity or groups of commodities 
handled or dealt in by wholesale trading establishments. In some groups, sales 
figures given by kinds of business are indicative of the sales of the commodities 
handled. In many other cases, where the terms are more inclusive or where estab- 
lishments handle commodities other than those indicated by the classifications, total 
sales are not synomonous with the total sales of the commodities which designate the 
different kind-of-business groups. 


For census purposes, wholesale trade has been divided into twenty-five 
Major groups according to kinds of business. These groups are composed of over eighty 
minor classifications which, in turn, consist of more than 150 particular kinds of 
business. Such divisions reflect the naturel grouping of individual wholesale estab- 
lishments according to the sales of the principal commodity or lines of: products dealt 
in. Thus, eech wholesale schedule was assigned a kind-of-business classification 
eccording to whether its sales were composed principally of a single commodity, of 
two related products, of a general line of related commodities, or of residual and 
non~classifiable products. These schedules were then grouped into particular, minor 
and major kinds of business. In this report, wholesale trade is shown by major and 
minor kinds of business, the classifications for which are shown in the tables pre- 
senting wholesale trade by kinds of business. The final report, however, will present 
complete statistics on wholesale trade for all three kind-of-business groupings in as 
much detail as possible. 


The publication of full particulars for eech classification is de- 
pendent upon the number of establishments engaged in the different trades. In some 
instances, it is impossible to present full details without revealing the operations 
of individual establishments. In such cases, the detailed kind-of-business classifi- 
cations were combined into broader groups, or where this did not suffice, the statistics 
of the firms concerned were included in the "all other" kind-of-business classification.., 
For the different provinces, where the number of reports is relatively large, it is 
possible to give much more detailed information than for the smaller localities or geo~ 
grephic divisions. | 


GENERAL ANALYSIS 


There were 24,627 establishments active in wholesale trade in 1941, 
according to the statistics shown in Table 5 of this report. These concerns obtained 
net sales of $5,221,520,800 in the Census year, of which $4,182,410,400 was made on 
own account and $1,0359,110,400 was transacted on a commission basis. Stocks of mer- 
chandise on hand at the end of the year were valued at $507,563,600 by the reporting 
establishments, of which $481,841,300 represented the value of owned inventories 
and $25,722,500, the value of merchandise held on a consignment basis. A total of 
117,555 full-time employees were engaged in wholesale trade in 1941, of which 94,571 
were male and 22,762 were female, In the same period there were 13,728 proprietors 
of unincorporated companies, including partnerships, who were active in wholesale 
trade. ‘lotal salaries, wages and commissions paid to full-time employees amounted 
to #188,284,200 in the Census year. 
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Olesale Trade, 1941, b es of Establishments 


Service and limited-function wholesalers comprised the mst important 
group in the wholesale field in 1941, both in point of view of number of establishments 
and in total sales volume. Such wholesalers operated 9,780 establishments or nearly 40 
per cent of the total number and obtained net sales of $2 507,506,200, or about 44 per 
cent of total for all types. Manufacturers' sales branches and offices were next in 
importance in point of trade volume with sales comprising about 23:per cent of the grand 
total. Agents and brokers ranked third with sales of $926,353,300. Number of establish- 
ments and sales by types of operation are presented in the following table:

A somewhat different ranking of the major types of wholessle estab- 
lishments is apparent when the number of establishments operated is considered. Thus, 
assemblers of primary products are second to service and limited-function wholesalers 
with 6,827 establishments comprising nearly 28 per cent of all wholesale treding units, 
followed in order by petroleum bulk tank stations, agents and brokers, manufacturers’ 
sales branches and offices, and other types of operation. 


Wholesale trade of Canada in 1941 by major kinds of business is pre~ 
sented in ‘’able 1 in terms of the number of establishments and total net sales of 
service and limited-function wholeselers, manufacturers' sales branches and offices, © 


agents and brokers, assemblers of primary products, and other types of operation 
specializing in the different kinds of business. 


: Service and limited-fiunction wholesalers were active in all of the 
trades shown in this table but are particularly important in the grocery and food 
specialties and the food products trades. Firms specializing in groceries or food 
specialties transacted 15 per cent of the total business done by all service and 
limited-function wholesalers. Firms engeged in the food products trades added another 
10 per cent. Sales of service and limited~function wholesalers dealing in machinery, 
equipment ‘and supplies, exclusive of electrical products, ranked third in 1941, 
forming over 9 per cent of the total trade of all such concerns.

The trade of manufacturers! sales branches and offices, second in 
point cf total sales to service and Limited-function whcleselers, is somewhat more 
concentrated in certein kinds cf business than the letter type cf wholesale concerns. 
Thus, four-fifths cof the sales of all manufacturers’ sales branches and offices are 
trensacted in eight cf the twenty-two major kind-of-business groups for which statistics 
were reported by such branches and offices, while four-fifths of the sales of service 
end limited-funetion wholeselers sre concentrated in eleven cf the twenty-five kinds cf 
business shown in Table 1. Sales of manufacturers' sales branches and offices special— 
izing in the distribution of metals and metal work fermed the highest percentage of the 
total sales of ell such esteblishments, accounting for 14.76 per cent ef total sales, 
followed closely by manufacturers' sales branches and offices. specializing in dry gccds 
and apperel and in the electrical goods trades. In le of the majer kind-of—business 
groups, sales of manufacturers! sales branches and offices ranged between 4.2/4 per cent 
and 0.09 per cent of total sales of all such branches and offices. As would be expecte 
there were no manufacturers’ sales branches and effices engaged in the distribution cf 
farm products (raw materials), general merchendise, and waste materials. 


About 62 per cent of the totel sales cf all agents and brekers in 
1941 were made by those esteblishments whose activities were confined principally 
to the sale of farm products (raw materisls), dry gocds and apparel, and cf groceries 
and food specialties. The sales of agents and brokers dealing mainly in farm products 
(raw materials) amounted te nearly 39 per cent of the sales of all such establishments 
and include the transactions ef cash grain brokers, other types of brekers, commission 
merchants, and auction companies engaged in the flewer and nursery stock, grain live- — 
stock, and hides, skins, fur and wool trades. The fact that such agents and brokers | 
with enly 169 establishments were eble to make sales of $360, 789,700 in the census year 
strikingly attests to the centralized nature of the markets found in these kinds of 
business. Agents and brokers in the dry goeds and epparel trades ranked second, with 
12.52 per cent of the total sales cf all agencies, closely followed by agents and 
brokers specielizing in the sale of greceries and food specialties whose trade comprise¢ 
11.03 per cent of the total sales of all agents and brokers in 1941. 


Sales ef assemblers cf primary products are, of course, concentrated 
principally in the sale of farm products (raw rateriels) and in the handling of certain 
agricultural feed preducts, such as fruit and vegetables, which may be consumed in the 
unprocessed state. In addition, a small number cf establishments were active in the 
off-farm movement of such farm supplies as hay, grain, feed, and seeds which were sub-— 
sequently used in other farming sreas cr were experted.

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Sales of other types of wholesale establishments in many cases cannot, 
be shewn by kinds cf business because such a practice would disclose the cperations of 
some individual concerns. In such instances, the sales ef these esteblishments have 
been included in the "all other" kind-of-—business group. Of the remaining esteblishmen’ 
classified as “other types" which can be shown by kinds cf business for 1941, the sales 
ef concerns in the amusement, sperting and photographic goods trade which amceunted to 
$13,028,700 are composed principally cf the receipts by film exchanges of rentels for 
moving picture films. In the same way, the sales of cther wholesale establishments in 
the chamicels, drugs and allied preducts trade, amounting to $42,527,000, consist 
principally cf the wholesele sales of beer by brewers' warehcuses.

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Nearly two-thirds of the wholesale trade of the Dominion in 1941 was 
transacted in the provinces of Quebec and Ontario according to the table shown below. 
Quebee obtained 52.56 per cent of the total trade while Ontario's share amounted to 


52.87 per cent. Number of establishments and wholesale sales by provinces are pre- 
sented in the following table: ;

The distribution of the sales of service and limited-function whole- 
salers in 1941 reveals an even greater degree of concentration in Quebec and Untario 
then is shown in the distribution of the entire wholesale trade for the same year. 
This is due in part at least to the inclusion of the sales of assemblers of primary 
products, of agents and brokers, and of bulk tank stations, all of which are relatively 
important in the Prairie Provinces.

Brit 
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The Census of Merchandising and Service Establishments for 1930 
indicated that a major proportion of the wholesale trade of Canada was concentrated 
in large centers of population. Indeed almost 70 per cent of all wholesale sales 
and about 60 per cent of all sales by service and limited-function wholesalers were 
attributed to the cities of Montreal, Toronto, Winnipeg and Vancouver by the Census 
for thet year. A similar distribution was revealed by the Census for 1941 when 
about 64 per cent of the entire wholesale trade and almost 65 per cent of the sales 
of service and limited-function wholesalers were concentrated in the same cities. 
The above proportions, of course, are based upon the sales of establishments located 
in these four leading cities, many of which sell to concerns in other centers and 
provinces of the Dominion. Such sales, as has already been mentioned, are attributed 
to the cities in which the sellers were located.

The proportion of the sales of all service and limited-function 
wholesalers made by such wholesalers located in the four leading cities of the 
Dominion in 1941 did not differ markedly in total from the proportion of the entire 
wholesale trade transacted in these same cities. Thus, 64.59 per cent of the sales 
of all service and limited-function wholesalers in 1941 was ettributed to these four 
cities while 65.93 per cent of the enti~s wholesale trade was concentrated in the 
same centers in the census year. Ths proportions of the sales of all service and 
limit ed=funeti on wholesalers attributable to each of the four leading cities, how- 
ever; differs somewhat from the proportions of the entire wholesale trade transacted 
in each of these venters. The largest veriation in this regard is seen in the 
statistics for Winnipeg where 9.35 per cent of all wholesale trade and 7.33 per cent 
of the sales of all service and limited-function wholesalers was transacted in 1941.
